Pipcr  cut  of  the  Kalaer.  clipped  from  a 
German  weekly  which  formerly  waa 
published  here.  Its  language  waa  un- 
printable and  the  epleUe  had  evidently 
been  written  by  an  Illiterate  Individual. 
Another  eplatle  typewritten  In  bualneaa- 
like  fashion  waa  signed  "One  of  the 
Commute*."     It  read  aa  follows; 

"liear  Mr.  Mayor— Take  a  ealmly 
proffered  advice  and  be  careful  aa  to 
the  action  of  your  Council  regarding  the 
dumage  done  to  German  property.  If  re- 
coupe  ration  Is  considered,  a  hundred 
times  more  will  be  done.  If  the  author- 
ities wish  to  protect  the  llxes  and 
homes  of  Uermana  they  muat  either 
round  them  up  and  place  them  In  safe- 
keeping, or  else  warn  them  to  get  out 
of  the  oty.  The  public  la  rouaed  and 
will  aurely  take  very  vengeance.

Tat  the  widow  of  Boron  Rothschild 
has  ths  consolation  that  In  his  llfsllms 
her  husband  devoted  much  of  his  grest 
tslent.  as  well  aa  hla  enormous  wealth 
to  the  good  of  others. 

Writing  In  Ths  London  Chronicle. 
Lucien  Wolf  says: 

"Lord  Rothschild  brought  a  really 
great  personality  to  dignify  the  great 
hams  he  inherited.  It  Is  s  mistake' to 
imagine  him  only  as  a  leviathan  of 
finance,  lis  was  richer  In  public  aptrlt 
than  In  his  millions,  and  It  la  no  ful- 
some exaggeration  to  say  that  the  pub- 
lic Interest'  wss  always  immeasurably 
mors  to  him  thsn  any  consideration  of 
private  profit.  That,  indeed,  when  you 
come  to  analyse  It,  was  the  real  secret 
of  the  Imposing  position  he  won  for 
himself  In  the  public  life  of  the  coun- 
try. He  wielded  a  very  great  Influence 
—an  Influence  not  accounted  for  by  his 
st  eat  wealth  and  the  peculiar  magic 
of  his  name.  It  was  due  In  much  great- 
er measure  to  his  high  personal  char- 
acter.M

"It  was.  howevsr.  In  social  politics 
that  lie  wag  moat  deeply  Interested.

An  interesting  aalvage  case  arlalag 
out  of  th*  war  com**  from  Australia 

In  September,  shortly  after  th«  out- 
break Of  hostilities,  th*  8H.  Mouthport 
waa  seised  by  the  German  gunboat  Oelcr. 
now  interned  at  Hoaolulu.  at  Kuoale, 
Caroline  lvkaad*.  while  lying  at  anchor. 

The  German*  disabled  tbe  steamer  by 
removing  certain  portion*  of  th*  en- 
gines, and  the  master  and  crew  were 
left  on  board,  being  told  that  th*  war 
e**el  would  return  In  two  week*. 
After  tba  warship  had  left  th*  engi- 
neers at  .one  aet  about  repairing  the 
hip,  and  succeeded,  leaving  the  port  on 
September  II,  the  vessel  eventually  be- 
ing taken  to  Brisbane.  Tha  offlcer*.  en- 
glneers  and  crew,  with  the  exception  of 
the  captain,  then  sought  to  recover 
prise  aalvage.  contending  that  they  hsd> 
recaptured  the  veaoel  and  eaved  her 'from 
condemnation  »s  •  prrsc  to  th*  enemy  or 
from  destruction  by  them.  oBder  elroum- 
ntan.es  of  special  difficulty  and  dang*r. 
They  claimed  one-fourth  of  the  value  of 
the  ataamer.  or  auch  other  aum  aa  should 
— B  just  The  own.r*  of  the  vessel. 
how*\*r.  maintained  that  tha  Southport 
was  not  captured  aa  a  prise,  that  the 
maeter  or  craw  were  not  taken  prison- 
er*, and  that  the  enemy  did  not  put  on 
board  any  peraon  to  remain  In  posses- 
sion or  with  Intent  to  retain  possession, 
"t  wa*  also  pointed  out  that  th*  officer* 
nd  cr*w  h*d  been  paid  wage*  for  th* 
work  they  had  performed. 

The  Chief  Justice  of  tb*  Supreme 
Court  of  Queensland  held  that  that!  was 
a  capture  of  the  ahlp  by  the  enemy,  and 
that  there  waa  what  amounted  to  a  re- 
capture of  the  ahlp  by  the  crew.
